Finally a voice cried out that the

»ev;ral policemen put thfir heads out

readiness. The crowd up to that time 
-had been most orderlv. 


Word of the coming of the unem- 


ployed had reached Walhalla hall ahead 
•of the crowd, and in the absence of 
-cleiginan, the proprietor, his sons and 
daughters got ready to defend the place. 
-They first barred the door, and then de- 
manded through the keyhole to know 
what the efowd wanted. 


The reply came back that they -want- 


ed to hold a meeting in the hall, but 
they had no money to pay for its use 
They were told they could not have it. 
Instantly there was a crash of breaking 
glass— paving stones had been seizetl 
from the street. The moment the first 
pane of glass was smashed, everyone 
seemed to throw caution to the winds. 
Paueafterrjneof the plateglass went 
in, and finally the door was also forced. 


Mi. -Fleigman's daughter, a voting 
girl of IS, tried to get in front "of the 
crowd a.? it swept in, but she was 
Thrown aside. The unemployed men 
swept upstairs and tables were thrown 
aside in their eagerness to hold the 
meeting. 


They had just about settled down to 


business when word of the affair was 
Bent to the Eldridge police station. The 
bergeant in charge at once called out 
the reserves section. Thereserves, num- 
bering about 14 men. with Roundsman 
Colton at their head, started on a 
double quick run for the scene of dis- 
turbance.
